I am writing at the direction of the Prayer Breakfast Committee to invite 
you to be with us and some of our colleagues at an event being planned for 
early next year in our Nation's Capital.

The next National Prayer Br-eakfast will be held on Thursday, February 2, 1978, 
at 8:00 a.m. at the Washington Hilton Hotel, Washington, D. C. The Prayer 
Breakfast Committee will be inviting you to be their guests at this event, 
and a formal invitation will be sent to you in a few wee ks. 

The National Leadership Seminar and Luncheon will take place following 
the Breakfast on Thursday. These events provide an unusual opportunity 
to be with people from many nations who, for the most part, are seeking 
encouragement and ideas from the Lord on how to be a reconciling influ- 
ence in the world. 

The cost for Seminar and Luncheon is $100 per person. Part of this“helps 
to defray the costs involved with our international guests who come- ~ 
from 80 to 100 countries, plus administrative costs. For those able to 
attend only the Breakfast and not the following sessions, any financial--; 
help you would like to give would be greatly appreciated, but in no. 
sense is the Breakfast invitation conditional thereon.
